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OUR “FOOL’S PARADISE” 

Extreme inflation “means a fool's para- 
dise for the rich and hardship for all other 
classes of society’, Hon. C. H. Cahan, 
secretary of state for Canada, told the To- 
ronto Canadian Club. 

Mr. Cahan is right. But he is not “tell- 
ing” the Canadian people anything. They 
know it already, none better. Extreme in- 
flation has brought them and is keeping 
them in exactly the position he describes, 
“a fool’s paradise for the rich and hard- 
ship for all other classes of society.” 

Not the inflation of money, of course, 
but—what is many times worse—the in- 
flation of interest-bearing bonds. The 
“printing press‘, about which so much is 
heard in the platform diatribes of Mr. 
Cahan and his colleagues, does not have to 
be “started”; it has been running merrily 
these many years, with results which he 
correctly, if inadvertently, describes. 

The Dominion, the provinces and the 
municipalities of Canada have among them 
struck off and sold seven or eight billion 
dollars worth of bonds. The interest on 
these bonds takes out of the pockets of 
Canadian taxpayers $1,000,000 every day 
in the year. This is more money than the 
greatest wheat crop the west ever grew 
would be worth at present day prices to 
the farmer. 

That is a prime reason why Canadians 
are today living in “a fool’s paradise for 
the rich and hardship for all other classes 
of society’’. They can surely appreciate the 
unintended aptness of Mr. Cahan’s des- 
cription of what bond inflation has 
brought them to. 


TOWN AND COUNTRY 

Reading the remaras of President 
Holmes at the annual convention of the 
Association of Alberta Municipal Districts, 
councils of the cities and towns will have 
to be pardoned if they envy the rural 
municipalities the improvement that is 
shown in their financial operations. The 
rural municipalities, it is stated, have been 
able to cut expenditure and thus reduce 
taxation during the past year. 

The urban municipalities, on the con- 
trary, have either had to increase taxation 
or have avoided doing so by charging up 
their relief expenditure to capital account 
and postponing payment to the hoped-for 
better times. 

The demand for relief has fallen more 
heavily upon the centres of population 
than upon the rural districts, and ac- 
counts for the less favorable showing they 
are able to make in their finances. Most 
city-dwellers depend on somebody else for 
a job; farmers employ themselves. When 
the depression tightened down it was the 
city man who lost his job, and thereby 
the whole of his income, and had to go on 
relief. And, quite naturally, men who had 
been employed on farms but could no 
longer get employment there, headed for 
the cities as the most likely places to get 
either work or assistance. 

Just there is the justice of the claim that 
the cost of providing relief in the cities 
should fall more largely than it now does 
upon the Governments of the province and 
the Dominion. These now contribute two- 
thirds of the outlay for dependent families. 
But experience has shown that even the 
remaining one-third is more than the city 
tax-payers can pay, since they are not 
meeting the expense as they go but putting 
it over into the future, while maintaining 
their pre-depression tax rates where these 
have not beea actually increased. 


EXPLANATIONS IN ORDER 

In the five months from August to De- 

cember 1928 Italy imported 36,.000.000 
bushels of wheat. Last year it imported, 
according to the Dominion Bureau of Sta- 
tistics, from 3,000,000 to 4,000,000 bushels 
of wheat from Canada alone. Italy has 
been one of the “big” wheat importing 
countries of Europe. Premier Mussolini 
says it will import no more, that the gates 
are closed Italy will live on its home 
grown wheat. 

Four months ago the great wheat ex- 
countries signed an agreement in 
by which they bound themselves 

to export wheat and grow less wheat. 


Canada’s representatives undertook to pre- 
vent the exportation of any more than 
200,000,000 bushels from this country 
during the present shipping year, and to | 
prevent the farmers sowing next spring 
within fifteen per cent as large a wheat 
acreage’as they sowed last spring. 

It was proclaimed at the time, and has 
been repeated on platforms from one end 
of Canada to the other in the meantime, 
that the “big importing countries” were 
parties to this agreement and undertook 
to do certain things in consideration of the 
pledges given by the exporting countries. 
The substance of these representations is | 
that the great importing countries would 
relax their import restrictions against 
foreign wheat, and modify the hothouse 
methods by which they have induced the | 
production of wheat at home. 

Now Italy, one of the great importing 
countries, slams the door against foreign 
wheat with a bang that is heard in Can- 
ada, Australia and the Argentine. Some 
explanations to the Canadian farmer are 
plainly in order. Not from Mussolini—he 
doesn’t have to explain—but from the 
Government of Canada, which negotiated 
the agreement, signed it, and has assured 
and re-assured the farmer that he was to 
get from the importing countries substan- 
tial concessions in return for the concess- 
ions he had been pledged to give. 

The concession he gets from Italy is an 
order to stay out of that market, to which 
he formerly has had restricted access. 
How does this happen?

Whatever Roosevelt does in his attempts to fit 
the monetary system to the needs of the American 
people is of paramount importance to Canadians.

When the Gold Committee 
started buying $20.67 would buy commodities worth 
about $31 on the 1926 price levels. Roosevelt and 
his financial advisers believe that if gold is put 
up above the $31 figure, commodity prices will 
lift. At $36.17 it is believed that price levels will 
slowly stabilize at about the 1926 level, enabling 
farmers and others to pay off their debts in dollars 
of equal purchasing value to those they borrowed 
in 1926, and putting a sufficient amount of addi- 
tional currency into circulation to put workers to 
work again and restore the buying power of the 
nation. 

It's a noble experiment. Roosevelt has three 
billions at his disposal with which to buy gold If 
hs efforts do not prove sufficiently successful he 
still has an ace he can play. He can print what 
billions of paper currency he wishes without any 
metallic backing. That'll send up prices 

In the meantime, it is reassuring to his well- 
wishers in Canada and elsewhere to know that the 
President's health is standing up under the strain 
Perhaps it is no strain to him. There is no strain 
in working within one’s limits and in carrying out 
policies in which one has full confidence.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mrs. Stella D. writes: “A certain 
health book recommends raw oatmeal water for 
old people. Steel cut oats are to be placed in a 
covered dish and soaked in water for thirty min- 
utes, then beaten until milky. then strained, and it 
is then ready to drink. It is claimed this makes 
blood rapidly. What do you think? Is it too starchy? 
I tried it and it tastes good, especially if some rai- 
sins are added.” 

ANS'VER: Starchy foods are the one class of 
foods which is always improved through cooking 
The raw starch cell is very difficult to digest but 
is broken up through heat. The cold raw starch 
soup which you write about is composed practically 
of nothing else but starch and water and, of course 
cannot be truly called a blood builder. It would 
likely cause flatulence because of the large amount 
of undigested starch 

QUESTION: K. N. C. inquires: “Can you tell me 
what would be the best method for preventing an 


infection setting in when a person is bitten by an | 


animal? Also, and I know this is rather tinusual 
to ask, would the treatment be the same fora 
human bite?” 

ANSWER: Infections from human bites are much 
more common than generally supposed. When the 
hand is injured by an animal or human bite, any 
diet or infective matter clinging to the tooth is 
pushed into the wound and for this reason it is 


advisable to keep the wound open and as clean as , 


possible. A good plan is to wash the wound thor- 
oughly with warm water, using a mild antiseptic, 
and keeping hot wet packs on it for two days, At 
any sign that the wound is becoming the seat of an 
infection it should be inspected by a doctor who 
will make sure that it drains properly.

| Riel captured Fort Garry and so 


inaugurated his first rebellion. It 
was a situation which could have 
been avoided by the exercise of 
a little tact by Ottawa; but since 
that was absent the embers of 
discontent blew into the full blaze 
of rebellion. 
Bay Company transferred its ter- 
ritorial rights to the Dominion 
for the sum of £300,000, incident- 
ally the greatest real estate deal 
in history, the Metis took alarm 
that their property rights would 
be endangered and determined 
that they would prevent the en- 
try of the men from “Canada” at 
all costs, 

Ottawa sent two men to do the 
job required—Colonel J. S. Den- 
nis in charge of the surveyors, 
a most capable officer and one 
long thereafter identified with 
the west; the other, Hon. William 
McDougall, who had been min- 
ister of public works in the first 
Dominion cabinet, as lieutenant 
governor of the North West Ter- 
ritories, and he bungled things 
nicely. Apparently Ottawa was 
in such a hurry to take posses- 
sion of the new territory that it 
did not wait until the purchase 
was actually consummated (on 
December 1) and the new gov- 
ernor arrived at the border of the 
Red River couhtry several days 
before he had a legal right to 
enter. 

Meantime some of the half- 
breeds had stopped a surveyor 
from proceeding with his work 
and some of their leaders issued 
a notice to McDougall that he

must not cross the frontier. The 
Metis having thrown this bomb 
proeeded to form themselves into 
the “Provisional government of 
the Red River.” Riel was select- 
ed as secretary; he drew up a bill 
of rights, which was adopted and 
then he proclaimed himself pres- 
ident. 

On November 24 he seized Fort 
Garry, made its occupants pris- 
oners and confiscated the contents 
for the use of the “republic”. 
Some loyal citizens who protested 
and attempted the release of the 
prisoners were foiled; they too 
were made prisoners and the re- 
bellion was in full course. 

Among those captured were 
John Schultz and C. A. Boulton. 
The former was sentenced to 
death, but escaped that fate. 
Boulton made his getaway, rush- 
ed east to Ontario and Ottawa, 
and set the country ablaze with 
indignation. 

The result was the sending of 
an armed expedition to the Red 
River in 1870 under Colonel Gar- 
net Wolseley, but this force did 
not reach the Red River until 
August 24, 1870. Apparently 
as it arrived Riel escaped, to 
come back in 1884 and instigate 
the rebellion on the Saskatche- 
wan, which blew into warfare in 
the spring of 1885. Riel, as 
everybody should know, was 
tried for treason, condemned to 
death and hanged at Regina Nov- 
ember 16, 1885; but a good many 
old timers of that period felt 
that he was then paying the pen- 
alty not so much for his two re- 
bellions as for his brutal mur- 
der of Tom Scott, one of those 
taken prisoners at Fort Garry in

K. Wilson, British Guider 
from London, England, who 
has come to the city to con- 
duct training classes, when 
she addressed Guide officials 
and officers at luncheon in the 
Hudson's Bay palm room on 
Thursday. A brief but thor- 
ough survey of the work 
throughout the world as it is 
carried on today, and some- 
thing of the inner meaning as 
well as the outer symbolism of 
the movement was given to 
the large gathering in attend- 
ance. 
WHAT GUIDING MEANS 

The movement had not been call- 
ed “Girl Guides” because the mem- 
bers were expected to “guide.” It 
was simply named after the famed 
Indian regiment called Guides 
when it was formed as a sister or- 
ganization to the Boy Scouts by Sir 
Robert and Lady Baden Powell in 
1910. The sign posts of the Boy 
Scouts’ character, intelligence, ser- 
vice and handicrafts and physical 
health, also mark the way of all 
Guide work. The aim of the Guide 
movement is to help each girl find 
the greatest joy in living through 
the finest womanhood of which she 
is capable. All acti evolve 
from this starting point 

Outdoor work is stressed because 
of its health value, and because in 
instilling a love of the created, it is 
hoped a love of the creator will fol- 
low. The movement is entirely non-
